A covenant is a mutual ag ee- 
ment between two or more part- 
-les. God made a covenant with 
Noah, and with Abraham, and 
with Moses. This is the same 
word we use for testament. ° 
- “Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will make a new 
eovenant with the house of 
Israel, and with the house of 
Judah: Not according to the 
covenant that I made with their 
fathers in the day that I took 
them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Egypt; which 
my covenant they brake, ail- 
though I was an husband unto 
them, saith the Lord: But this 
shall be the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israei; 
After those days, saith the Lord, 
I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their 
hearts; and will be their God, 
and they shall be my people.” 
Jer. 31:31-33. This new-cove- 
nant has the same meaning as 
the New Testament. 

“Ye are the children of the 
prophets, and of the covenant 
(New Testament) which God 
made with our fathers, saying 
unto Abraham, And in thy seed 
shall all the kindreds of the 
eartif be blessed.” Acts . 3:25. 
The people of the new covenant 
were the members of the 
Church of God, i. e., the early 
church which we read of in the 
New Testament. :

To different men there are 
many ways which seem right 
unto them. Beloved, let us mo- 
tice a few differences in the Bi- 
ble way and the way that seem- 
th right unto men.

Men would make-the way- 
very easy especially in these last 
days.

To bow at an 
altar of -prayer and” weep 
their -way to the cross, they 
say is a mark of weakness 
and insanity. But Jesus said in 
Luke 13:3, “Except ye repert, 
ye shall all likewise perish.”

There are others who accept 
the way of repentance, but will 
not accept the way of holiness.

Among the sayings and 
valuable advice given by tke 
wise man Solomon, the above 
passages are very prominent 
and are applicable to us in these 
last days. 


We are now in the time when 
the Spirit of God is preparing 2 
people for the rapture in the air;

preparing a people to thwart 
God’s plans in many ways. But 
we want to notice this Scripture 
in particular, “The way of a 
fool is right in his own eyes.”

the right thing. 

When we first began to seek 
God for salvation we were ready 
lo take the advice and counsel 
of those who knew. that we 
might receive the blessing ior 
which we sought.
